‘IF -we are relying upon or- 
ganised Christianity in Germany 
to ra'ly to our banner of 
spiritual liberation when Hitler 
begins to fall, we may be sadly 
disappointed. So says the writer 
of a letter who can recall the 
time when Germany . led .the 
world in theological study. 


of Germany. That has gone. 
With a few exceptions in Roman 
Catholic and Lutheran churches 
there is an.almost total bank- 
ruptcy in spiritual leadership. _ 


The decay of religious belief 
in Germany was coincident with 
the rise of its, military power. 
A British newspaper correspon- 
dent, resident in Germany when 
Bismarck was nearing the peak 
of his glory, wrote that the vast 
majority of | the Protestant 
middle classes, and even a large 
portion of the lower strata of 
society, were estranged from the 
religion of their ‘ancestors, and 
took no interest in the Church 
or the religious lessons thrust: 
upon the schools by Church and 
Government combined. Scholars 
had begun to denominate Chris- 
anity ‘an Asiatic religion [as 
the Nazis do to-day], and, the 
public, proud of their vaunted 
European enlightenment accent- 
ed the degrading name. 


The rabble of the large citics 
had become uncommonly coarse, 
unscrupulous, and blackguardly. 
Already things had gone so far

BRITISH SUBMARINE 
SINKS GERMAN TROOPSHIP 


THERE was a morning when hard-boiled ergs cast a gloom 
through the 640-ton British submarine Sturgeon—but that is 
another story.. The torpedoing of a 10,000-ton Nazi transport 
provided the day’s main news ilem,

afterwards she sank.
